WASHINGTON O. C.,) Jau. 6.— 
(Special Dispatch.) The sugar baople 
do not feel that the opinion of Justice 
Harlan delivered today in the case 
of the New York war- claims against 
the government has any bearing upon 
the claims of sugar producers in the 
pending bounty cases, This opinion 
affirms the validity of section 1063 of 
the Revised Statutes, «nown as the 
Bowman Act, under whica it will be 
remembered that Comptroller Bowler 
claimed his authority for referring the 
Oxnard claim to the Court of Claims. 

The Comptroller’s decision is that 
the bounty provision in the act of 1894 
had no more constitutional validity 
than the original McKinley bounty had, 
but, apart from that, whenever any 
claim made against the Executive De- 
partmentinvolved disputed facts or con- 
troverted questions of law, Congress had 
provided means of relief to the execu- 
tive officer who differed from the legis- 
lative branch of the government. The 
members of the Louisiana delegation, 
conceding the validity of the Bowman 
Act, say that the Act of 1894 was a spe- 
cial act of Congress for the payment 
of special claims and that there can be 
no law which can confer upon a subor- 
dinate of the executive department au- 
thority to undo the work of Congress 
and the President.

The following is the full text of the 
substitute for the bond bill adopted by 
the Senate Finance Committee today:

cates may be issued thereon in the 
manner now provided by law. 

„Sec. 2.—That the Secretary 
the Treasury shall coin into standard 
silver dollars, as soon as practicable, 
according to the provisions of section 1 
of this act, from the silver bullion pur- 
chased under authority of the act.of 
July 14, 1890, entitled ‘An act directing 
the purchase of silver bullion and the 
issue of treasury notes thereon, and for 
other purposes,’ that. portion of said: 
silver bullion which represents the 
seigniorage, or profit to the govern- 
ment, to-wit: the difference between 
the cost of the silver purchased under 
said act and its coinage value, and said 
silver dollars so coined shall be used 
in payment of the current expenses of 
the government and for the purpose of 
making the said seigniorage immedi- 
ately available for use as money, the 
Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized and directed to issue silver 
certificates against it, as if it were al- 
ready coined and in the treasury. 

‘Sec. 3.—That no national bank note 
shall be hereafter issued for a denomi- 
nation less than $10, and all notes of 
such banks now outstanding of denom- 
inations less than that sum shall be, as 
rapidly as practicable, taken up, re- 
deemed and cancelled, and notes of $10 
and larger denominations shall be ig- 
sued in their stead under the direction 
of the Comptroller of the Currency. 

“Sec. 4—That the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall redeem the United 
States notes commonly called green- 
backs, and also the treasury notes is- 
sued under the. provisions of the act 
of July 14, 1890, when presented for re- 
demption in standard silver dollars or 
in gold coin, using for redemption of 
said notes either gold or silver coins, 
or both, not at the option of the holder, 
but exclusively at the option of the 
government, and said notes, commonly 
called greenbacks, when so redeemed, 
shall be reissued as provided by the 
act of May 31, 1878.“

As you 
have done us the honor of asking our 
opinion, we must tell you frankly that 
in our judgment the severe financial 
situation at present is chiefly caused 
by the political crisis and as soon as 
the American and English governments 
have satisfactor.ly settled the questions 
at issue, the ‘financial strain will be 
considerably relaxed, if it does not 
altogether disappear. 

Until this boundary question is set- 
tled, we don’t believe European capi- 
talists will take many American bonds 
for investment, and we believe that, 
though a number of people on this side 
of the Atlantic have signified their in- 
tention of taking a share in a syndicate 
to be formed in New York, they have 
only done so in the belief that at the 
present moment they would obtain 
terms which ‘would enable them at

NEVADA BANK SWINDLE. 


A Twelve-dollar Draft Raised to 
Twelve Thousand Dollars.

RAILROAD COMMMISSION RATES. 


Judge McKenna Refuses a Continu- 
ance—Hearing Begun. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.—The ques- 
tion of the Railroad Commissioners’ 
right to fix rates for the Southern Pa- 
cific Company came up again today in 
the United States Circuit Court, About 
the only point settled so far since the 
commencement of the litigation is the 
right of the national government to in- 
tervene as creditor of the Central Pa- 
cific Company, whose lines form part 
of the Southern Pacific system.

STUBBORN BATTLE. 


ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS OF DR. 
JAMBSON’S DEFEAT. 


The Dutch Advocate the Extension 
of Their Territory—Delayed 
patches Show the Trend of 
Foreign Sentiment Prior to the 
Engagement. 


GIT ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
CAPE TOWN, Jan. 6.—(By South Af- 
rican.Cable.) It is learned that, after 
Wednesday’s fight, Dr Jameson's col- 
umn, originally about seven hun- 


{dred men, moved southward, fight- 


ing hard all the way § through- 
out the night, and eventually 
reached Vlakvonstein, six miles from 
Johannesburg. Thursday morning, 
when the column was completely sur- 
rounded by 4800 Boers. In spite of 
this, Jameson’s followers fought stub- 
bornly until noon, when all their cart- 
ridges were exhausted. In addition, 
they had not tasted food for twenty- 
four hours, and were worn out. But 
the white flag was not hoisted by Jam- 
eson’s orders. 

It is known that Jameson expected 
2000 Uitlanders to join him at Krugers- 
dorp. The Dutch press is jubilant at 
this lowering of the British prestige, 
and advocates the incorporation of 
Rhodsia with the Transvaal Republic. 
EXCITEMENT RBIGNED INTENSE. 

LONDON, Jan. 6.—Delayed dispatches 
from Johannesburg arriving today 
show that on Tuesday last there was 
intense excitement there, people hur- 
rying into town from the mines and 
outlying country. The Central Com- 
mitteemen constituted themselves a 
provisional government for the town, 
and announced that ample provision 
would be made to defend it against 
any body of Boers. The provisional 
government was established in the Con- 
solidated Gold-fields building, and 
three Maxim guns were placed in ad- 
vahtageous positions about it. The 
new government then sent an ultima- 
tum to the government of President 
Krueger, who proposed a conference at 
Pretoria the following day, Wednesday. 
The committee hesitated to go to Pre- 
toria without a conduct. Dr. Jameson 
at that time was hourly expected at 
Johannesburg. 

Crowds surrounded the Consolidated

It is not known if the resignation has 
been accepted by the Governor, Sir 
Hercules Robinson. 

RHODES’S SUCCESSOR.

2 will succeed Cecil Rhodes as Pre- 
mier. 


THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 

LONDON, Jan. 6.—The Governor of 
Natal, Sir Walter Francis Healy- 
Hutchinson, telegraphs upon Boer au- 
thority that 130 of Jameson’s followers 
were killed and thirty-seven wounded.

ALL SORTS OF RUMORS. 

LONDON, Jan. 6—The statement 
cabled to the Ynited States by the 
news. agency that Dr. Jameson had 
been released from custody at Pretoria 
is officially stated to be without foun- 
dation. All sorts of rumors are in cir- 
culation, due to delay in receiving ac-

Many residents 
have begged President Krueger to 
avert outside interference by coming to 
terms with the National Union. 

Further dispatches were received 
every few hours on January 1 and in- 
dicate that Premier Rhodes, hearing of 
the rumor that 1000 Rhodesia horses 
were leaving by the way of Transvaal, 
telegraphed to the commander to stop 
them. There are persistent rumors 
that Premier Rhodes has resigned on 
account of Jameson's actions. 

A meeting of Germans yesterday de- 
cided to send a deputation to assure 
Président Krueger of their loyalty, al- 
though they have grievances. They 
telegraphed to Emperor William, 
through the German Consul, imploring 
him to bring pressure to prevent Eng- 
land from meddling in the Transvaal. 

The Défense Committee.in Johannes- 
burg is serving out arms. A provis- 
fonal government has been declared 
with a force of 10,000 men. 

Thousands of Boers are outside of the 
town. Offers of help from all parts of 
Cape Colony have been received by the 
Defense Committee and men are en- 
rolling rapidly. The Transvaal flag has 
been hoisted over the committee rooms 
to indicate that it does not intend to 
destroy the republic. The people are 
arming and little anxiety is felt for 
Dr. Jameson. : 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
Times says: The violence of the 
press against England is abating and 
the idea of a German protectorate over 
the Transvaal is warmly repudiated 
and denounced as a malicious and de- 
testable invention.

‘FLASHES FROM THE WIRES. 


A dispatch from Buffalo, N. Y., says 
that the strike of the employees of the 
Western New York and Pennsylvania 
shops has been settied. The demands 
of the men were acceded to, except as 
to the restoration of wages and they 
have returned to work. 

A Plaquemine, La., dispatch says 
that on Sunday night the sugur house 
of Gen. William Behan's Alhambra 
plantation caught fire in some niys- 
terlous manner, supposed to be incend- 
lary, and together with about eight 
hundred barrels of sugar and a lot of 
molasses was entirely consumed The 
loss was $60,000; insurance, $36,000 . 

A Dallas, Tex., dispatch says that 
two children of Abram Leonard were 
burned to death six miies south of 
Dailas Sunday night. Mr. and Mrs. 
Leonard were at church a mile from 
their house, which caught fire from 
some unknown cause. The children, it 
is believed, were asleep on the floor. 
The origin of the fire is believed to be 
sparks flying from the old-fashioned 
fireplace or grate. 

While four workmen were being 
lowered into the shaft of Luke Fidller 
mine, near Shamokin, Pa., yesterday 
morning, the “billy’”’ which balances 
the elevator, and weighs about 
thousand pounds, fell upon them with- 
out warning. They were instant.y 
killed. The names are: James Mer- 
ritt, aged 25; Stephen Merritt, 28; 
Patrick Lynch, 33; Peter Rooerts, 23. 

It is stated at Berlin that there is 
no truth in the report of Chancellor 
von Hohenlohe having resigned. The 
story originated in the fact that no 
ministers were prezent at the Emperor’s 
audience to Dr. Leyds. Une Berliner 
Tageblatt says that Dr. Leyds was 
highly pleased with the result of the 
imperial audience and forthwith dis- 
patched a long telegram to his govern- 
ment at Pretoria. 

A St. Louis dispatch says Special 
United States Indian Agent James G. 
Dickens left for the Union Agency at 
Muskogee, I. T. He goes on orders irom 
the Treasury Department to make a 
Settlement of the 3200, 000 claim of the 
Cherokee-Delawares against the gov- 
ernment. The Delawares at one time 
bought in the tribular rights of the 
Cherokees and this represents their 
share for the recent sale of the strip. 

Secretary of the Interior Smith has 
sent to the House the report of the 
Boardof Appraisers appointed underthe 
act of March 3, 1893, to appraise the 
improvements made by intruders in the 
Cherokee Nation. The board made 
awards in 117 cases, aggregating $74,990. 
This amount was modified by the In- 
dian. Office, which recommended a tn- 
award of $68,645, in eighty-nine 
cases. The modification was approved 
by the Secretary of the Interior. 

A dispatch from Wapakoneta, O., 
says that Sunday morning the large 
residence of Mrs. Lillian McFariand 
was totally destroyed by fire with its 
entire contents.

THE KIND OF PATRIOTISM NEEDED. 


The present appears like a crisis in 
the world’s history. for surely never 
was there a time when questions of 
such momentous import appealed more 
generally to mankind than they do to- 
day for consideration and solution. 

It is a time to cultivate in our own 
country the highest spirit of true pa- 
riotism, that which embodies not only 
devotion to the flag, but to all which 
that flag signifies. The man who does 
no comprehend that the banner of the 
Stripes and Stars represents free gov- 
ernment, sovereign citizenship, the pro- 
tection of individual rights—the right 
of every man to “life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness”—can have no in- 
telligent devotion to his country’s flag, 
nothing more than “an unreasoning 
and hysterical loyalty,” such as is sat- 
isfied with “spread-eagle” speeches 
and noisy demonstrations that are 
valueless jn time of trial. | 

That so-called love of country is 


worthless which does not consider the 


highest good of the nation, or that 
works secretly to compass its own 
ends, to strengthen factions or carry 


out partizan schemes the success of 


which would place, all opposing forces 
at disadvantage and tend to the weak- 
ening of a common national sentiment. 
The true patriot is an earnest student 
of his government, and is desirous of 
discovering all that is weak and faulty 
in it, that a remedy may be found for 
the defects, while what is good he de- 
sires to see strengthened and sus- 
tained. 

In a country like our own, into 
which so many alien elements enter, 
and which at first are not fully as- 
similated with us in their ideas of gov- 
ernment and what constitutes liberty, 
should give especial care to the train- 
ing of the rising generation and look 


to it that they are so trained that they 


shall possess a healthy and enlightened 
public spirit, refulgent with the love 
of country, and feeling a just pride in 


Its institutions and achievements. 


Make the individual right and the na- 
tion will be right, the national life will 
be free from corruption, and its policy 
will be in accord with the best inter- 
ests of the people. 

The forces that are needed to be set: 
at work for the making of patriots are 
many, and the world is beginning to 
recognize them as co-operative forces, 
interdependent, and necessary for the 
end to be attained. 

X. I. Blair, of the editorial staff of 
the Boston Journal, said in his ad- 
dress on “Aids to Good Citizenship,” 
at the late Parliament of Man in Bos- 
ton: “The Sunday school is the place 
in which to make good citizens. It, is 
at the mother’s knee and at the teach- 
er's table where the most lasting im-

that “the first duty of man is to love 
God; faith in God is essential to faith 
in man; our civilization rests primarily 
and permanently on our religion.” 
The church must be an ally of the 
world in the work of building up good 
government and sustaining the purity 
of national affairs. Rev. R. 8. McAr- 


thur of Brooklyn, N. Y., recently de- 


clared that the purity of the political 
pool depended upon the activity of the 


church. A citizen who did not do his 


full duty here because of fear of polit- 


en contamination, would never see It is impossible to foresee, in the re- 


another world half as good as this. 
Let men prove their loyalty, and the 
purity of their American patriotism by 
exercising their right of suffrage in 
the proper direction. If a religion 
could not withstand the clash of poli- 
ties, then the religion must be a poor 
one. The pulpit must stand for the 
purity of the ballot-box. The man who 
strikes a blow at it, strikes a blow at 
the very foundation of the republic. 
The indifference shown regarding elec- 
tions by the so-called respectable per- 
son, who usually spent eléction day out 
of town, had caused him more uneasi- 
ness than the vile machinations of the 
open foe. From the Lord’s standpoint 
there was as much sacredness in the 
ballot as in the water of baptism or 
the table of communion.” “ 

When American citizens begin to 
recognize more universally the sacred- 
ness of citizenship, and the imperative 
duties which it brings with it, then 
will patriotism be more universal and 
of the living kind in which the coun- 
try will be safe, finding in it a strength 
to resist all aggressions, and a loyalty 
that will overleap all obstacles in its 
defense of home and country. 


THE LATEST BOND ISSUE. 


— 
As foreshadowed in the dispatches, 
another bond issue has been announced 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. The 
amount named is $100,000,000, the 
time is thirty years, and the rate of 
interest, 4 per cent. 


While the necessity for this loan is | 


greatly to be regretted, it is undoubt- 
edly a necessity, and a pressing one. 
Under the circumstances, the adminis- 
tration was virtually forced to borrow 
money to maintain the credit of the 
government. Better a further increase 
of the national debt than national dis- 
honor. The President and his Secre- 
tary of the Treasury have several 
times laid before Congress the facts 
relative to the unsatisfactory. condition 
of the national finances, coupled with 
suggestions as to the measures of re- 
lief needed. Although opinions may 
differ as to the most feasible means of 
relief, the necessity for remedial legis- 
lation of some sort is pressingly ap- 
parent. No matter what causes have 
brought about existing conditions, the 
conditions exist and must be met. The 
President has met them in the only 
manner left open to him, in the ab- 
sence of new legislation by Congress. 

Had the Fifty-third Congress been 
able to agree upon some feasible meas- 
ure of*relief, the necessity for further 
bond issues might have been obviated— 
or, at least, the responsibility might 
have been thrown upon the President, 
had he chosen to withhold his approval 
from such legislation. Or if the pres- 
ent Congress were more in harmony, 
some practical plan might have been 
sent to the President for approval, in 
time to render another bond issue un- 
necessary. Had the President chosen 
to withhold his approval, in such 
event, the responsibility would have 
rested upon him. But under existing 
conditions, he is compelled to borrow 
gold or see the credit of the govern- 
ment destroyed. As between these al- 
ternatives, the President could in 
honor take but one course, and he has 
taken that course. Suspension of 
specie payments, loss of confidence, de- 
preciation of the monetary standard— 
these would be vastly greater evils than 
an increase of $100,000,000 in the na- 
tional debt. 

Insufficient revenue, the result of 
Democratic tariff legislation, is the real 
cause of the embarrassed condition 
of the treasury, which has necessitated 
the sale of bonds to meet expenses 
and maintain the national credit. But 
it is needless to quibble over cause 
and effect at the present time. In the 
words of Mr. Cleveland on à former 
occasion, “a condition, not a theory, 
confronts us.” Mr. Cleveland was 
torced to meet this condition, and he 
has met it. The national debt will be 
augmented by 3100000, 000, but the na- 
tional credit will be preserved.

“The property exposed to destruc- 


cent scramble of the European powers 
for acquisition of colonies, how soon 
an occasion may arise for putting in 
practice the Monroe doctrine. It is 
clear that there ought to be some re- 
lation hetween our assertion of that 
doctrine and our preparation to main- 
tain it.”

PASADENA ORDINANCES, 


They are Being Violated Every Day

The Pasadena ordinance against 
gambling, which is being violated daily

‘While the 
price of raisins is so low that a good 
many vineyardists are seriously con- 
templating the advisability of digging 
up their vineyards, the opposite is true 
in regard to the wine industry, the 
outlook for which has not been brighter 
for many years than it is today. This 
improvement has been brought about 
solely by the organization of growers 


State, and furnishes another striking 
object-lesson of the advantages of co- 
operation, when carried out in a prac- 
tical and business-like manner. It now 
appears probable that California wines 
will soon take their proper position in 
the markets of the world, from which 


they have so long heen excluded, by 
lack of combination among growers on 


the one hand and fraudulent. labeling 


of our wines with European brands on} 


the other. 

The Grocery World gives three good 
reasons why the general wine trade 
should continue looking up in the 
United States. The first is the lower 
ing of the tariffs on wine in casks. 
The second is the passing of the hard 
times, which have been an obstacle to: 
the consumption of articles that are 
not of prime necessity, and this is still 
the case with wine in America. The 
third is the growing use of it by Amer- 
icans, which has doubled in the past 
forty years, and now reaches three 
and one-half pints per inhabitant of 
the United States annually. 

American statistics indicate a yearly 
consumption of more than 25,000,000 gal- 
lons of wine in the United States. This 
looks like a large amount, but it is 
small.in comparison with the consump- 
tion of countries on the continent of 


Europe. There are many who believe 


that the cause of temperance would be 
muchadvancedinthiscountryif . theuse 
of light native wines could be more gen- 
erally substituted for ardent spirits. In 
this connection it may be asked why 
a majority of the retail Hquor estab- 
lishments continue to charge 10 cents 
for a small glass of California wine 
containing perhaps one-fifth of a pint, 
or one-fortieth part of a gallon, when 
a good sound claret or Riesling may be 
purchased by the barrel for 40 cents a 
gallon, or 1 cent a glass? A reduction 
in the retail price of white wines would 
doubtless assist in knocking out the 
“rum fiend.” * 


CHRISTMAS ORANGES. According 
to a Florida paper the orange market 
at that place during Christmas was 
divided between the California and Ja- 
maica fruit, with a few Florida oranges 
not exceeding fifty boxes in all. Cal- 
ifornia fruit had been selling at from 
from $4 to $5 a box, and Jamaica or- 
anges at $2.50 to $3.50 a box, but the 
preference appears to have been given 
to the California fruit, even at the 
higher price. The paper—The Grocery 
World—refers in the following compli- 
mentary language to California or- 
anges: While Jamaica oranges do very 
weli when no Californians are about. 
they do not cut much of a figure beside 
them.”
